DEIR HANA, Israel, March 30 
COPD.—A general strike among 
Arads in the Galilee region today 
flared up into the most severe 
and widespread outbreak of com- 
munal violence since Israel was 
established. 

Authorities said that six Arabs 
were killed in confrontations with 
security forces and 31 were 
wounded. Thirty-eight policemen, 


The leftist deputy mayor of 
Nazareth, Mansh'im Jarjura, said 
that “information from the peo- 
ple” brought the Arab death toll 
to seven. 

This evening. authorities said 
order was restored in the Arab 
communities . 

“The police did not interfere in 
the strike," Police Minister 
Shlomo Hillel told reporters in 
Jerusalem. 

He said that the killings oc- 
cured where demonstrators 
throwing rocks, flaming torches 
and tin cans full of burning gaso- 
line trapped security forces and 
threatened their lives. 

Shmuel Toledano, Prime Min- 
ister Yitzhak Rabin's adviser on 
Arab matters, said that the one- 
day work stoppage called by Com- 
munists to protest the seizure of 
Arab lands was “35 to 40 per cent 
effective.”

“The extent of the activities 
and the strike was much smailer 
than expected,” Mr. Hillel said.

X-Rays Studied as Alternative 


To Breast-Cancer Surgery 
By Stuart Auerbach 


ST. PETERSBURG BEACH, 
Fla, March 30 (WP).—Treating 
8. breast cancer with high doses 
of radiation produces results 
that are as good as those that 
surgeons obtain by removing the 
breast, and it has the advantage 
of not leaving the woman dis- 
figured, according to Dr. Samuel 
Hellman of Harvard University. 

Many surgeons insist the best 
way to treat breast cancer—the 
leading killer of women in their 
40s—is by removing the entire 
breast as wel) as the lymph nodes 
and muscles extending below the 
armpit, Some doctors favor a 
Simpler operation in which only 
the breast is removed, 

Dr. Heliman, however. said at 
8. seminar that the American 
Cancer Society held here for 
science writers: “The emotional 
factors inyolved in the primary- 
treatment decisions to remove the 
breast may be catastrophic for 
some womer.” 

Despite the radiation’s “quite 
good” preliminary results, Dr. 
Hellman cautioned women not to 
insist that breast cancer be treat- 
ed with X-rays instead of sur- 
gery. As of today, he said, the 
established surgical techniques 
are still best. 

“I believe radiology will prove 
to be as good, but I don't know 
yet. There is a level of uncer- 
tainty with this that is greater 
than the level of uncertainty 
with mastectomy {breast removal 
surgery].” 

Dr. Hellman reported on radia- 
tion treatments of 150 women 
from July, 1968. thronsh Decem- 
ber, 1974. ΑἹ] the patients have 
been studied for at least a year 
and the first 100 have been 
Studied for at least 2 1/2 years. 

In the cases of 60 women 
whose cancer has not spread to 
distant parts of the body, Dr. 
Hellman said, there has been no 
recurrence of the breast cancer. 
In 10 cases, though, the cancer 
later spread to other parts of 
the body. 


“It therefore appears that τα» 
diation is quite good for the local 
control of carcinoma [cancer] of 
the breast,” Dr. Hellman said. 


While the radiation prevented 
the recurrence of breast carci- 
soma in 74 per cent of the 90 
women where the cancer had 
spread to other parts of the 
body before treatment. it did 
nothing for the other cancerous 
areas. Dr. Hellman said he now 
is using powerful drugs to get 
at the cancer spread after the 
radiation treatments, This has 
been ἃ successful technique in 
conjunction with surgery. 

The Harvard specialist did his 
studies on women who had re 
fused breast surgery or who had 
miedical problems that did not 
allow an operation, or whose doc- 
tors preferred radiation as a 
treatment method.

Police, Troops Clash 
With Guerrilla Forces 


BUENOS AIRES, March 30 
(AP).—Troops and police Killed 
nine leftist guerrillas in gun bat- 
tles yesterday as Argentina's new 
military President, Gen. Jorge 
Videla, took office, it was report- 
ed here today, 

Gen. Videla, 50. was sworn in 
yesterday, five days after his 
military junta ousted President 
Isabel Peron because her admin- 
istration was unable to cope with 
political terrorism or the nation’s 
Serious economic problems. 

The killings brought the toll 
to 20 since Mrs. Peron’s ouster. 
Αἱ least 211 persons have been 
killed since Jan. 1, and the toll 
during Mrs. Peron’s 21 months in 
office was more than 1.100. 

The news agency Noticias Ar- 
gentinas reported that a force 
of about 25 guerrillas attacked a 
police station at Moreno, 15 miles 
west of Buenos Aires. The police 
killed three of the attackers and 
then pursued the rest of the 
band. 

The guerrillas took several 
schoolchildren hostage and then 
made 2, stand five miles farther 
west of Moreno. In a second cn- 
counter here six guerrillas were 
reported killed. 

The news agency's report made 
no mention of casualties among 
the children or the security 
forces. 

Earlier yesterday. suerrillas 
Killed a federal police inspector 
as he left his home in Buenos 
Aires, And a navy lieutenant was 
wounded late last night in a 
military raid on 8, printing shop 
where the Communist party news- 
paper Nuestra Palabra is printed, 
police said.

Last Thursday's bomb alert 
prompted 2 U.S. protest to the

Soviet “Zionist verrorism" in New 
York. No protest was lodged to~ 
day, an embassy spokesman 
said.

Henry Kissinger has been warned that his 
treaty with Turkey for the re-establishment 
of U.S. bases there faces trouble in Congress. 
Part of this will stem from the cost {$1 bil- 
lion in military aic over the next four years). 
put the real thrust against the treaty comes 
from the pro-Greek sentiments of Congress. 
The stalemate over Cyprus and the continu- 
ing tension between Greece and Turkey have 
produced another of those situations—planes 
for Egypt among them—in which special con- 
siderations, including ethnic votes, work 
against major strategic concepts. 

The secretary of state was under fire in a 
congressional committee hearing on Monday 
over charges that his department had sur- 
rendered Eastern Europe to the Soviet Union. 
In the Nght of the congressional opposition 
to the Turkish treaty. this has its own irony 
—since the failure of the treaty would grave- 
ty jeopardize the right flank of NATO and 
undermine any U.S. effort to exert influ- 
ence over events across the Elbe and in the 
Balkans. 

It ls not Congress alone that is to blame 
for this state of affairs—or Henry Kissinger, 
or his critics in the press and in politics 
That Turkey and Greece have 2 greater com- 
mon interest in common defense against the 
threat from the East than in squabbling over 
bits of territory makes as much common 
sense as does the sustaining of a U.S., and 
& NATO, strategic position on the Black Sea. 
And the European members of NATO have 
not shown the consciousness of the peril that 
was exhibited when the Truman Doctrine 


was implemented and NATO organized. It is 
all weli and good to blame this general flab- 
biness and mutual] argument on lack of lead- 
ership from Washington. But NATO is not 
the Warsaw Pact; it Is not held together by 


“force. Tt assumes 2 degree of understanding 


among its voluntary members, and the cohe- 
siveness Of 2 common cause 

Moreover, this assumption is presentiy bas- 
ed on a condition in which the urgent 


threats of a Berlin blackade or ἃ Cuban mis- 


sile crisis can be averted. Such crises impel 
their own emotional drive, bring their own 
acute recognition of danger. But at the same 
time they hold an explosive content that 
tou.d smash the world by 2n error of judg- 
ment here, a hasty word there. 

If world diplomacy is to exhibit maturity. 
it must both avoid critical phases and rec-- 
ognize long-term realities. If the nations 
are to coexist In peace. given all of their 
rivalries, individual and en bloc, they must 
compromise some of those rivalries to 
protect themselves and the world from a 
holocaust. This is much easier said than 
done. A voter of Greek descent is cioser to 
@ congressman in Washington than a Soviet 


squadron in Odessa, just as that same squad- — 
ron ‘stems farther away from Athens or 


Ankara than Cyprus. The answer, however. 
is not to pick ἃ quarrel with the Soviet 
Union over, say, Latvia, put to pull together 
that the U.S.S.R. will respect the power 
behind what the West may say on Latvia, 
or the Gulag Archipelago or the Helsinki 
accords, 


Argentina After the Coup 


The generals who made a coup im Argen- 
tina are more to be pitied than scorned, For 
the country is in a nightmarish mess—“wotse 
than Angola.” one knowledgeable Argentine 
put it a few months ago at the height of 
Angola's civil war—and the only visible al- 
ternative to direct military rule was further 
deterioration and violence. The ending of 
civilian rile, normally lamentable, was in 


. this case a blessing, or a potential blessing, 


anyway. For President Isabel Peron, widow 
of dictator Juan Peron, was a vain, shallow, 
meompetent person who could never, have 
come to power but for the unhappy necro- 
philic streak in the Argentine character. Al- 
most everything she did in her 21 months in 
the Casa Rosada hurt her country. 

What is Argentina's problem? Why is ‘t 
that one of the most favorably endowed na- 
tions in the world from the viewpoint of 
natural and technical resources, and also a 
country with no real foreign foes. 15: deeply 
in debt; operating economically at a level far 
beneath its potential: wracked by left and 
right guerrilia violence that has been de- 
scribed as “an engine of mutual annihila- 
tion,” and prey to cultural and intellectual 
currents which seem almost to deny the idea 
of Argentine nationhood? Not by accident, 
one is tempted to say, is Buenos Aires, a 
grotesquely outsized city holding a full third 
of the country's 25 million people, reported 
to have more psychoanalysts per capita than 
any other city in the world. The country's 


Ttalian heritage is sometimes cited as 8 
source of its darker woes; in truth. Argentina 
is much more a Mediterranean country than 
2. typical Latin land. The stress-laden eco- 
nomic class structure js another villain. 

That is why we suggest that the new junta 
in Buenos Aires deserves 28 much respect for 
its patriotism, In trying to rescue a sinking 
ship. as criticism for its coup. Whether the 
officers will be able to clamp down more ef- 
fectively against guerrillas remains to be 


seen. For even under Isabel Peron, the army . 


had a free rein against guerrillas and did 
not fare particularly well—one group. for 
one ransom, got ἃ sum equal to one-fifth of 
the army's whoie budget, In any event, the 
junta should have a better chance of im- 
posing the unpopular austerity measures 
needed to gain assistance from the interna- 
tional financial community. The politicians 
and trade union leaders had proven unable 
and unwilling to support those measures: 
that 15 perhaps one reason why they quietly 
approved the coup in advance. The Inter- 
national Monetary Fund provided 2 $127. 
million loan (previously in the works) just 
hours after the coup. 

Argentina is not your norma troubled 
Latin country. It is desperately sick in ways 
wu'ch almost defy understanding. let alone 
a cure. This leaves Uttie alternative other 
than to wait and see what the generals can 
do.

world. Dependent populations, delivery of 
services, deterioration of neighbarhoods and, 
above all, costs form the universal urban 
horror story of the 20th century. 

Add to this tne fact that a population in- 


crease οὗ three billion is expected by the 
Fear 2000—with urban areas aoscrding most 
of the poor and urbanization growing at 
twice the rate of population—and the ur- 
sency of Habitat 15 clear. Whether 
srowth will create the kind of new warld 
settlements that are doomed to substandard 
sanitation and services. or impact old world 
cities with problems of money. race. class and 
όταν. the urban crisis is rea: everywhere in 
terms of the conditions in whieh people live. 
It is simply a matter of time and place and 
degree. 

“The danger is that those nations that sesk 
industrialization and urbanization will not 
heed the warnings of the older cities. The 
further danger fs that the subject will be 
polticized at Vancouver, as has happened 
with other UN conferences But Habitat's 
announced intention is apolitical—to create 
awareness and provide information on an 
international scale, 

The hope Is that it could even lead to a na- 
tional urban policy in the United States, 
where the oniy present pollcr toward the 
cities is one of national dezauit.

‘We have heen willing to aban- 
don Puritanism in legalizing 
abortion, pornography, gambling 
and Simday football.

‘we cannot just scrub the bribery 
Jaws off the books.

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Bicentennial’s Familiar Ring for London Firm 


By Wiliam Mathewson 

ONDON (AP-DJ).It is of no small 

concen to Douglas Hughes that one 
of his company's most famous products is 
instantly recognizable by a defect. 

“The crack in the Liberty Bell came 
about because good bell metal is brittle and 
will, of course, crack ff tt isnt handled 
properly.” explains Mr. Hughes, a partner 
of Whitechapel Bell Foundry Lid. Good 
bell metal is so brittle, he says, that you 

can break it ff you hoki it in one hand 
and le it with a hammer, “This 15 because 
the hand docsn't allow the metal to vi- 
brate,” he says. “If a bell is restrained in 
any way from vibrating, it can crack.” 

Exactly how the Liberty Bell was mis- 
handled is still debated by historians. How- 
ever, no one—and this point Mr. Hughes 
emphasizes—attiributes any blame to 
Thomas Lester, master founder: of the 
Whitechapel Foundry at the time the firm 
made the Liberty Bell in the early 1750s. 
In any case, the firm's reputation hasn't 
suffered. As the United States celebrates 
its Bicentennial this year with much bom- 
age being paid to the Liberty Bell. the 
foundry that made the bell has already 
celebrated its quadricentennial and is still 
going strong. 


Bicentennial Boom 


Tt is profiting from the U.S. Bicentennial 
as well. One recent commisston from across 
the Atlantic was for 2,400 smal] copies of 
the Liberty Bell. Another bonanza was an 
order from the Eritish government for a 
six-ton bell that will be presented to the 
U.S, government as a Bicentennial gift later 


from. the six-ton gift down to tiny clock 
bells, (Mr. Hughes says he “hasn't the 
remotest idea” how many belis the foundry 
makes each year. “We've never counted,” 
he says.

Today what is left of the inn’s courtyard 
is filled with bells—ancient bells and bells 
that are merely old: historic bells and bells 
that hung in unsung towers in obscure 
hamicts, tolling for few, if any, events of 
great moment; hells to be repaired, recast 
or retuned. For bells are the foundry's 
only business. AS Mr. Hughes puts it: “We 
have spent the Jast 400 years anti- 


True, in times of war, the foundry has 
turned its facilities into an arsenal of sorts. 
During the Crimean War, for example, it 
made bronze cannons, during both World 
Wars. it made castings for the British 
Admiralty. But in peacetime it has cluog 
to bellmaking with a tenacity that has 
allowed it to outlive almost all of its once- 
numerous competitors. Today, Mr. Hughes 
says, there are only two bell foundries in 
Britain and only 2 half-dozen in the entire 
world, “It 15 a luxury trade,” he says. (The 
foundry suffered during the Depression of 
the 1930s, he says, but business has been 
“stable” aince the war and hasn't been 
noticeably affected by the recent recession.) 

With a dearth of makers, demand in 
many cases exceeds supply, particularly for 
the hnondbells so popular with churel: 
groups as musical instruments. The found- 
ry says orders placed today for handbells 
will be filled in about 27 months. Delivery 
for a tower bell, less sought after these 
days, can usually be made in about seven 
months. 


35 Workers 


‘The foundry employs 35 workers, 32 of 
whom are invoived in the manufacturing 
process that remains ouch the same as it 
was in the foundry’s earliest duys. 

For a tower bell, a core moki that will 
form the inside shape of the bell 1s built 
with Joam (mostly yellow London clay) on 
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8. brick foundation. The meld is smoothed, 
dried in an oven, coated with graphite ahd 
smoothed again until it bes a high finish 
and resembles 2 clay bell, 

Meanwhile, a second moki that will form 
the outside shape of the bell is made inside 
a cast-iron molding case. This so-called 
cope mold 45 impressed, by hand and in 
mirror-image fashion, with any inscription 
or decoration to-appear on the bell. Then 
the cope is lowered over the core and the 
two molds are clamped together. The space 
left between the cope and the core is filled 
with the molten bronze (usunlly 77 per cent 
copper and 23 per cent ‘tin) that, when 
cooled, will be the new beil 

By such methods did the Whitechapel 
Foundry in 1858 cast its most renowned— 
and biggest—bell, 15-ton Big Ben, which 
sounds the hours in the clock tower that 
has come to symbolize London. All the 
bells that hang in Westminster Abbey are 
also Whitechapel products, as are the bells 
in Washington, D.C.'s National Cathedral. 
‘The famed Bow bells of London's St. Mary 
Le Bow Church were restored by White- 
chapel after the devastation of. Workd War 
ΤΙ. (Α Cockney, by one definition, is any~ 
one born within the sound of Bow belis.). 


Recasting the Liberty Bell 


Old, cracked or otherwise badly damaged 
bells are often melted down and recast by 
Whitechapel As the foundry maintains, 
“the continuity is preserved; the same 
metal riggs.” Illustrative is the stormy 
history of the eight bells made in 1764 by 
‘Whitechapel for St. Michael's Church in 
Charleston, S.C, : 

During the Revolutionary War, the 
church's bells were selged by the British 
and returned to England, presumably to be 
Melted down. For one reason or another, 
this didn't happen, and the bells were sub- 
Sequentiy returned to the United States. 
During the Civil War, the bells were de- 
stroyed when Colunbis, S.C., was burned 
4n 1865. However, much of the metal was 
recovered, returned to the Whitechapel 
Foundry and formed into new bells. 

The Liberty Bell itself was recast twice 
before it incurred its celebrated crack, Ac- 
cording to Whitechapel records, the bell 
cracked when it was first rmg on Ameri- 
can soll, cither in Jate 1752 or early 1753. 
4 Philadelphia firm recast it, altering the 
metal content and thereby also altering 
the tome.. The recasting was therefore 
Judged unsuccessful, and the bel was again 
melted down. The original metal balance 
was restored and a second recasting took 
place. The result was the bell that now 
hangs In Philadelphia, (Its fanious crack 
accurred in 1835.) 

Because the price of metals fluctuates, 
the foundry doesn't negotiate a firm price 
for ἃ bell until Just before it begins work- 
ing on an order. Today, a 1,000-pound bell, 
three fect in diameter, wouki cost about 
$2,200; a handbell costs about $40 and up. 
But, as Mr. Hughes points out, “bells always 
appreciate in value. The price of metal 
goes up, meaning that we have sometimes 
bought back bells for scrap metal and have 
paid more for the bells than they originally 
cost tho buyer." For this reéson. he adds, 
belis aro frequently a target of thieves, 

Barring thieves snd other ‘misfortunes, a 
gcod bell, Mr. Hughes says, ls a good in- 
vestment—even if ft is never sold for its 
metal content. “A good bell,” he says, 
“could last 1,000: years—or more.”
